TURNING LOOSE THEIR BOODLE. 


& Glance Over the Close Districts—The 
Work of the National Committees—John 


B. Baird's Appointment. 

WasninaTon, October 2.—[Special.]—A few 
pf the far seeing dc mocratic politicians here 
gre expressing grave fears of the result of the 
songressional canvass, While the republican 
rongressional committee 1s unusually active 
this year, they say there is no evidence of any 
decided organized movement either on the part 
of the congressional democratic committee, 
whose special business it is to look after close 
districts, nor is there any buresau of the nation- 
gl committee which, so far at least, has taken 
the matter in hand. The matter, it is true, 
was placed in the hands of the national ‘com- 
mittee, but so far they have practically done 
nothing. However, Colonel Brice’s attention 
has just been called to it and something will 
be done at once. 

But the republicans have been in the field 
some time and are making every effort to elect 
g majority of the members of the next house. 
They are even now boasting that they are cer- 
lain of success. and discussiug whether they 
shall make Tom Reed, McKinley or Joe Can- 
pon speaker. The democrats now have only 
fifteen majorityin the three hundred and 
iwenty-five members, and, while I have no 
doubt but that they will continue to hold the 
house, it will take sonie bard work and free 
nse of the pocketbook to retain the present 
majority. 

The republicans are not only fighting in the 
close districts of Ohio, Llinois, In- 
giana, New York, Connecticut, Massa- 
¢chusetts and otber northern and. western 
states, but they are working and spending 
money like Water in close districts in the 
pouth. Only a few days ago they sent a shrewd 
politician down into the ‘black district” of 
North Carolina, now represented by Mr. Sim- 
mons. where the republicans had failed to 
sgree in convention and two candidates were 
in the field, to buy one of them off. The dis- 
trict has alarge majority of republicans, but 
the democrats have always gotten their man 
in on account of division in the republican 
tanks. This time it was as usual, and botb 
republican candidates were negroes. The 
ayent, after considerable -dickering, 
rucceeded in buying one of 
the candidates off, but, it is said, it cost ex- 
ceeding ten thousand dollars todoso. This, 
the North Carolina men fear, will defeat Mr. 
Simmons, and the remaining negro. candidate 
will be sent to congress. 

The republicans are also making a fight in 
the fourth Alabama district, now represented 
by Mr. Davidson. They have again nomi- 
nated McDutlie, who contested the seat in this 
congress with Davidson, and the democrats, 
Instead of again nominating Davidson, have 
put a mannamed Turpin inthe field, Tur- 
pin is. not a particularly strong man 

the district, and the Alabama 
members fear tuat the free use of money will 
give itto the republicans. 

In the fifth district of Maryland, now rep- 
resented by Colonel] Barnes Compton, the re- 
ptblicans have put up a remarkably, brilliant, 
and popular young man named Mudd, The 
district is a close one, but Colonel Compton 
has represented ita good many years. How- 
ever, Chairman Quayjis sending money very 
freely into it, and‘ the republicans speak con- 
fidentiy of wining it. On the other hand 
Colonel Compton says  the- race will be 
close, buthe will again carry the district. 

It is this way in many of the West Virginia 
districts which have in recent years been very 
close. The same in Virginia and Tennessee, 
However, the southern members are now go- 
ing to their homes, and those representing 
tlose districts are aS vigorously at work as 
their republican opponents; but so far the re- 
publicans are spending money more freely, 
and the democrats need it badly to secure the 
close districts. Later on it will, of course, be 
furnished by the naticnal committee, but 
members think the delay had best not be 
longer than absolutely necessary. 

It would seem here now that the republican 
members of the house. as a whole, bave about 
practically given up hope of General Harri- 
g0n’s election and iave come to the conclusion 
that the next best thing to securing the presi- 
dency is the control of the house, as well as 
the senate, which they already hold. To do 
this they will use every means, fair or foul, 
Within their power. 

THE SENATE TARIFF BILL. 

The republican members of the senate com- 
mittee on finance gave it out today that the 
tariff bill would, im all probability, be reported 
to the senate tomorrow. Senators Harris and 
Vance. who are preparing the minority re- 
port, have practically conopleted their work, 
and if the report is presented to the full com- 
mittee, at their mecting tomorrow, then the 
bill will certainly be reported to the senate. It 
ds possible, however, that the minority report 
Wiil be held off until Thursday. There will 
be no debate this week, and in aJl prooability 
there will be none at all. For it is understood 
thatthe republican senators will accept an 
adjournment resolution from the house as 
B0on as they report the tariff bill. This has 
been intimated to the leading members of the 
house now present. Upon being informed of 
this conclusion on the part of the senate lead- 
ers, Messrs. ‘Turner and Breekinridge, of Ken- 
tucky, the only members of the ways and 
means comuiitiee in the city, General Forney, 
acting chairman of the appropriations com- 
mittee. and others, held an informal caucus 
this evening to discuss the matter. All favored 
adjournment, and, while no definite conclu- 
Bion was reached, it was understood to be the 
sense of the caucus that afterthe senate bil] 
is reported the house siiall passan adjourn- 
ment resolution. However, before this resolu- 
tion is passed by the house there will be an 
understanding with leaders in the senate that 
that body will accept it. General Forney in- 
formed your-correspondent-this afternoon that 
in his opinion an adjournment would be had 
On Monday next, certainly by the middle of 
hext week. |

PREVENTION OF EPIDEMIC. 


Senator Call’s Resolution Taken up and Dis- 
cussed by the Senate. 


Wasninaton, October 2.—[Special.]—The 
resolution offered by Senator Call on 27th 
September instructing the committee on epi- 
demic diseases to consider and report before 
the adjournment of this session of congress, 
additional legislation to prevent the importa- 
tion of contagious or infectious diseases from 
foreign countries on the coast and boundaries 
of the United States, was taken up in the sen- 
ate and Mr. Call proceeded to speak upon it. 

Mr. Pasco offered an amendment directing 
the committee to inquire further  in- 
to the introduction of yellow foyer into Fior- 
ida and other states duringthe present year. 
In the course of his remarks, Mr. Cali read a 
letter from Dr. Read suggesting spirits of 
ammonia as a method of cure and prevefition 
and recommending that some action be taken 
to test that method. 

Aftera discussion by Messrs. Call, Blair, 
Pasco, Chandler, Berry and Morgan, the reso- 
lution aud amendment were referred to the 
committee on epidemic diseases. 

The conference report on the deficiency bil 
was presented by Mr. Halg, and explained by 
him. 

After a discussion, the conference report 
was agreed to, and the senate insisted on its 
disagreement to the items still in controversy. 

The conference report on the joint resolution 
in aid of the sufferers from yellow fever was 


presented and agreed to, after some explana-— 


tory remarks by Mr. Edmunds. 

The house conferees insisted, he said, that 
the house would not agree tothe use of the 
phrase adopted in the joint resolution in direct 
aid of the sufferers on the ground thatit was 
beyond the constitutional authority of congress 
to do a thing of that kind, as particularly illu- 
minated and set forth in the message*from the 
president vetoing the bill forthe distribution 
of seeds in certain counties in Texas, and 680, 
in order to accommodate the solicitude of the 
house on that subject, the nference com- 
mittee had agreed to paraphrase, which meant 
precisely the same tliing. The senate con- 
ferees thought that they had accomplished the 
end without wounding the constitutional sen- 
sibilities of anybody. 

Mr. Jones, of Nevada, offered a resolution, 
which was referred to commitiee on foreign 
relations, requesting the president to negotiate 
treaties with the government of her Britannic 
majesty and with the republic of Mexico, re- 
spectively, for the exclusion of Chinese labor- 
ers from the North American continent, and 
for the prevention of their entrance into the 
United Stgtes from the territory of either of 
such governments or from dependencies 
thereof. 

A resolution reported and adopted anthoriz- 
ing Mr. Hialo’s committee on civil service re- 
form tocontinue its session during the recess. 

Thegerate then at 4:40 adjourned. 

In the House. 

WASHINGTON, October 2.—On motion of Mr. 
Forney of Alabama, a billwas passed author- 
izing the construction ofa bridge across the 
Coosa river, Ala. 

Mr. Barnes of Maryland, presented the con- 
ference report upon the joint resolution in aid 
of yellow fever sufferers. As agreed to in the 
conference the resolution appropriates $&100,- 
O00 to be expended under direction of the 
president whenever in his opinion such ex- 
penciture will tend to the eradication of epi- 
demics of yellow fever now existing in the 
United States or to prevent iis spread from 
State to State. 

Mr. Kilgore, of Texas, raised a point of order 
that the resolution was not properly in confer- 
ence. He had objected to the consideration of 
the senate resolution because he considered it 
out of whack with the constitution. ‘The reso- 
lution had gone to the committee on appro- 
priations, which had reported back an original 
resolution, which was supposed to be in har- 
mony With the constitution, and that resolu- 
tion the house had passed. 

The point of order was overruled. 

Mr. Wheeler, of Alabama, hoped tbat the 
report would be agreed to. The resolution 
was intended not only to aid the people of the 
stricken districts, but to protect all the people 
of the country, including the people of thie 
state of Texas. 

Mr. Dougherty, of Florida, expressed the 
thanks of the people of Florida for the liberal 
spirit exhibited by congress in providing 


money for the handling of the scourge of yel.. 


low fever. 

The report was agreed to, and Mr. Milliken, 
of Maine, introduced a joint resolution grant- 
ing a month’s extra salary to house and senate 
employ 6s.

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FHE AQUEDUCT INVESTIGATION. 


Several Picces of Kad Work Discovered— 
he Workmen's Statement. 

WASHINGTON, October 2.—The work of in- 
vestigating the Aqueduct cunnel frauds is pro- 
gressing slowly. Army engineers who had 
charge of the construction of the acqueduct, 
and who are now making the investigation, to- 
day discvovered several pieces of bad work, as 
well as some which seems to meet the require- 
ments of the contract. Someof the workmen 
through whom the defective work was first 
imade known have stated that there are dozens 
of sueh ‘‘caverns”’ as have already been dis- 
covered, scattered al] through the tunnel and 
that there ure many places, hundreds of feet 
in length, where no packing of any kind was 
used. These workmen declared their ability 
and readiness to point out to any proper au- 
thority the location of these places. 

Acting Secretary of War MacFeely said to- 
day, that in view of the proposed investigation 
by congress, the war department probably 
would not take any further action in the mat- 
ter until that investigation was completed and 
reported upon, He thought that the reference 
ot charges to Major Lydecker, engineer in 
charge, with instruction-for an investigation 
and report, is all that is necessary at present.

Rung Ciirp, N. Y¥., October 2..—Hion, M. M. Estes 
and others, eommittee—Gentlemen;: In making a 
formal areept: B eof \B- nomination as the repub- 
lican candidate ior the vice-presideney, I desire to 
express my grateful a; preciation of the confidence 
reposedin me by the convention, 

The duties devolving upon a vice-pres'dent as 
presiding officer of the senate, and in certain con- 
tingencies participate in the jegislation of congress, 
make it proper-that the people should know disy 
tinctly and earnestly the political .iews of the can- 
didate who may be presented for their suffrages. 

It fortunately happens that tbis duty, for myself, 
is easily discharged by referring to the principles 
embodied in the resolutions unanimously adopted 
by the national convention. These regplutions, 
unequivocal and comprehensive in character,refiect 
my personal convictions and have my hearty ap- 
proval.

The republican voters have manifested inter- 
est in registering, and in the lower counties of 
the state thére are more colored registered 
voters thamin any previous campaign, state or 
national, since 1876.

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HILL IN WASHINGTON, 


The Governor's Visit Causes the Republicans 
Alarm. 

N EW York, October 2.—[Special.]—Govern- 
or Hill has been in the city several days and 
left yesterday to fulfill his many engagements 
to address meetings in the state. His presence 
great ly disturbed the repabiicans and led them 
tocirenlate more than the usual number of 
mendacious stories about his relations to Pres- 
ident Cleveland and the purpose of his visit. 
His visit was highly satisfactory and Coloucl 
Brice, Ex-Senator Barnum and Congressman 
Ws LL. Scott, members of the democratic no- 
tional committee, are more sanguine than ever 
that New York will giye both Cleveland asd 
Hilta large majority. The futile efforts of a 
few individuals, who really at heart are rank 
republicans, to enroll the pames of democrats 
whointend to vote for President Cleveland 
and against Governor Hill, excite more laugh- 
ter than serious attention. 

Governor Hill and President Cleveland will 
not have much tocomplain in the difference 
betaveen their large majorities. Mayor Hewitt 
said Governor Hill was a statesman, and since 
the governor has come, and in his quiet way of 
working, has imparted more enthusiasm to the 
democratic canvass. A hide-bound republican 
admitted today that the governor was the best 
political tactician in the state. The republi- 
cans aro trying to conduct a hurrah cam- 
paign, but even the presence of the 
Maine magnet, J. G. Blaine, has not been 
sufficient“to keep the enthusiasm going «fer 
General Harrison. When Mr. Blaine de- 
parted yesterday for Detroit, an old republigan 
stood in the depot and watched the tgain 
bearing Mr. Blaine slowly move out. = He 
turned and said: 

“Well, enthusiasm for Blaine is not enthu- 
siasm for Harrison, and that is why he may be 
defeated.’’ 

Mr. Blaine'’s remark that trusts were largely 
individual affairs has had a peculiar effect. 
Today the senate trust investigating commit- 
teé, appointed many months ago by the Albany 
senate, showed the white feather and ad- 
journed subject to the call of the chairman. It 
is @ Indicrous piece of business, and shows 
there are some grounds to accuse the republi- 
cans with being in league with the trust com- 
panies and receiving boodle from them. 

Senator Ives, a democrat; had the resolution 
passed . authorizing a committee to investigate 
trusts, and contrary to custom, was not hon- 
ored with the chairmanship. 

Senator Arnold, a republican, was appointed 
chairman, and 4 majority of republicans ap- 
pointed on the committee. The committee 
inet im the spring of this year and examined a 
good many witnesses. Then an adjournment 
followed until the 12th of September. 

Chairman Arnold took the liberty to adjourn 
again until today to meet at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel. Senators Ives and Arnold had 
& Spicy correspondence in the news- 
papers after the adjournment. In- 
stead of meeting today at the Fifth 
Avenue hotel, the appointed place, Chairman 
Arnold anthe republican members,after they 
had a secret conference with Ex-Senator T. C. 
Platt, the republican boss of New York, man- 
aged tosiip down to the Cosmopolitan hotel, 
without the knowledge of the “democratic 
members and adjourn until atter the election. 
(*;4irman Arnold claims that he sent Senator 
TV#'a telegram to meet the committee at the 
Cosmopolitan hotel. 

The latter was at the Fifth Avenue hotel 
all the morning and said he never received 
the telegram. As one of the republican mem- 


| bers was absent, Chairman Arnold did not de- 


sire Senator Ives to be present, because he 
would have made a quorum, and there would 
be no excuse then for an adjournment. The 
action of the committee has created adverse 
comment, and shows clearly that the repub- 
licans are dodging the trust question and have 
made a combine with the companies.

A CHICAGU BANK FAILS. 


——-—— 


The Traders Bank in the Hands of a Re- 
ceiver. 

Cuicaao, October 2.—The Traders bank of 
this city has failed. On the application of 
Thomas Tallman, Judge Shepard this morn- 
ing appointed Hugh McChesney receiver of 
the assets of the bank. Itis understood that 
the failure results from the illness of the pres- 
ident. Mr. McChesney gave a bond for $500,- 
000, and was ordered to take charge of all 
effects that belong to the bank, or are held by 
it in trust. The news was received with much 
surprise. The liabilities are nearly $1,000,000. 
In his petition for receiver, Mr. Tallman says 
the bank, (whichis a private one) organized 
under state laws, has done a general bank- 
ing business; that Joseph MKutter has 
been president and petitioner cashier for ten 
years. The capital stock, of $200,000, is 
divided into 2,000 shares, of which Rutter holds 
1,500 and Tallman 500, There were no other 
share holders.. The assets he places nominally 
at $999,386, consisting of cash and bills re- 
ceivable. The troubie is thata great portion 
of this is not available, and cannot be used 
readily to assist the bank under its old manage- 
men’ . he debts aré mostly to small depositors 
in this city, and in the farming districts and 
towns of northern Hlinois. The bank was 
originally organized in Freeport, I1l., and was 
subsequently removed to this city, bringing its 
country trade with it. It is not believed that 
the failure will affect any other banks or 
individual of any considerable financial stand- 
ing. 

A Peculiar Assignment.

Bruner & Allen, the largest dealers in general 
merchandise at Wadesboro, made an assign- 
ment yesterday under peculiar circumstances, 
Last Saturday they borrowed $5,000 and in- 
tended to use this sam and two thousand more 
in meeting some pressing claims.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 2.—[Special.] 
Today broke the record. Up to noon not a 
single death from yellow fever had been re- 
corded either in official quarters or at the un- 
‘dertakers’. Such a thing has not occurred 
since the. second week of the epidemic. 
Ohance may have had much to do with It, 
batewhe the fact was known it caused an en- 
couraging “effect almost instantly. In these 
times $he people clutch at any straw which 
promises;.even in the slightest degree, rescue 
from the terrible copdition in which they are 
living.

“Watkins hadStTt messave that executive com-

Bishop Weed, for tire relief com- 
mittee, stated the committeé Was reducing ex-

Whereas, Our own people and the generous 
hearted people throughout the United States, have 
contributed the enormous sum of $235,807 to relieve 
t ie sick and suflering ih our ¢ mmmunity, and 
exhibited great contidence in this association as the 
avenue through which to distribute this fund. 
be it 

Resolved, That the finance committee of this as. 
sociation be requested to thank the generous heart- 
ed people of the country for their liberality to us in 
time of our need, and assure them of our unbound- 

atitude, and say to them that we 
with good nanagement, that we 
lenty to Gnrry us salely through 
the terrible epidemic that is now in our midst, 

Resolved, That to carry out tlie full intent of the 
generous donors of relief, that on and afer Satur- 
day October 6th, no provisions be jurnj-hed any 
party or parties that are able to work. but that the 
sick be carefully provided for under the supervision 
of the medical bureau, till they are discharged by a 
reputable physician. 

Resolved, That the sanitary committee of this 
association be requested to provide work for all 
who are physically able to perform manual lxbor, 

Resolved, That all those who are physically una- 
ble to work aud can procure a repatabie physician’s 
certificate, certifying theiriuability to perform man- 
ual Jabor and are unable to provide for themselves, 
be sent to Camp Mitchell. 

Resolved, That Cagnp Mitchell be“4dmmediately 
provided with necessary provisions to be served by 
meals only, (and not rations) under the directions of 
a discreet, intelligentand hondst foreman, to be 
elected by the association. 

Resolved, That all cases not provided for in the 
foregoing resolutions be lef. in the discretion ofthe 
clergy of the city, and the clergy be re juested to 
confer with the executive colimittee, and that the 
executive committee give said clergy full and abso- 
lute power. 

In support of the resolutions, Mr. Stockton 
made a brief but very carnest and feeling 
speech, in which he spoke of the commenda- 
ble pride of our city, and the refusal to aecept 
aid as long as we could raise funds among our 
citizens. He urged thata sufficient amount is 
now on hand as collected for Jacksonville, to 
meet every reasonable demand for relief likely 
to occur, and that the tim@has come to so an- 
nounce. The resolutions were finally referred 
to a committee to discuss in executive, session 
and report thereon. 3 

THE QUESTION OF TRANSPORTATION. 

Chairman F. It. Osborne, for the committee 
on transportation, stated he had been advised 
by Surgeon Hutton that persons could remain 
at Camp Perry after the ten days usual deten- 
tion. Mr. Osborne said as this was contrary 
to the general understanding, he had wired 
Surgeon Hutton tosee if any mistake had been 
made. He also stated that the transportation 
committee did not intend to assist able bodied 
men to go out o@town if they could stay at 
Camp Perry or Mitchell without expense un- 
til the epidemic is over. 

Today public opinion is divided upon the 
wisdom of taking the steps urged by Mr. 
Stockton in his resolutions. Mary are of the 
opinion that the amount now in hand, and on 
the way hither and already waiting traumis- 
sion, will be entirely suflicient to meet every 
need. Others hold that with the stopping of 
the epidemic suffering and want will not 
necessarily close. 

A leading conservative business man said to 
your correspondent today: “There is along 
rugged up hill road still before us, It will be 
many months before business can possibly 
resume its normal cendition. During this 
period men must still remain idle or employed 
only a portion of the time, and calls for assis- 
tance in sustaining life, must necessarily con- 
tinue until midwinter and past. Should the 
fund be exhaustad in November or early De- 
cember, the condition of the city ‘would be a 
most embarrassing one. Hundreds of men 
now engaged in labor for the public good will 
be attending to their private affairs, neglected 
during the epidemic, and will naturally feel 
that they have given enough time and labor 
to the public. 

‘In that case it will be difficult to arouse a 
eneral interest in the poor and they must suf- 
er. If ready means are at home to provide 

for them I would hike to notify the public that 
time had come to call a halt on contributions, 
but I deem it for the best to err on the side of 
charity than to assert our independence before 
that point has been reached. cannot, there- 
fore, admit the wisdom of this movement just 
now.” 
THE VALUE OF INOCULATION. 

Dr. Mines De Vallacencio arrived in Jack- 
sonyille yesterday from New Orleans.

Dr. Vallacencio isa native of Cuba. He has 
travelled extensively in all parts of the world, 
and has practiced in Havana, Cityof Mexico, 
Panama, Vera Crus and nuimerous other cities 
in the tropical latitude. He is a graduate with 
high honor from the universities of Havana, 
Pennsylvania, Guatemala and Hivyti, and for 
a number of years pursued his studies in Paris, 
Barcilona, Havanaand Philadelp.ia. He was 
duly licensed as a practicing physician in the 
English colonies andinthe Mexican states, 
after a successful and brilliant examination.

November and March, 57 persons. Of this 

number only four acquired yellow fever, but in 

a mild form, and completely recovered if a 

short time.

Upon his 
return to France, he took with hima large 
quantity of microbes to be shownto M. Pas- 
tenr. The next year the inocnlator visited - 

Paris, and had many interviews and confer.

“Well,” continued the newspaper nian, 
how do [you propose to go to work here in 
Jacksonville? Will you invite subjects for 
inoculation, or what method will you pursue?” 

Afier the public mind has become less ex- 
cited than at present I shall urge upon the 
people the necessity for their taking measures 
against infection and death from this disease. 
In the meantime I shall ask Dr. Mitchell te 
—— me to extract the yellow fever virus 

rom the bodies of all yellow fever victims 
upon which autopsies are made. I wish first 
to demonstrate the correctness of the microbe 
and virus thoroughly, because I find that it is 
not accepted by everybody.’’ 

THE CONVALESCENTS. 

Dr. F. J. Errold, an old Jacksonville prac 
titioner, was discharged from the Sanuhills to 
day.

Miss Alton meltéd, and threw herse|]f across 
the foot of the cot in a paroxysm of grief and re- 
morse at herconduct. The doctor left them, 
and today Cupid is perched high on the head- 
board. Drake is recovering. and, instead of 
wanting to die, thinks he wonld a great deal 
rather live.

Another object of the society is that the 
members may keep track of each other in fu- 
ture, asthey have all formed warm friendships 
since they have begun their work here.

Macon Determined to Hold It Next Month— 
Other Macon News. - 

Macon, Ga., October 2.-[Special]-Tux Con- 
STITUTION today published the proceedings of 
the meetings held at the Hotel Lanier in this 
city last night of the Georgia Agricultural so- 
ciety committee and the citizens committee, at 
which the society decided to hold the State 
fair from the 5th to the 10th of November, if 
the people of Macon would subscribe\ $2,500 
by October 5, and have the cash in bank to 
help defray the expenses of the exhibition. 
It will be remembered that the citizens had 
subseribed and paid to the society $1,000 pre- 
vious to the postponement of the fair. This 
morning Messrs. W. A. Huff, Sol Waxel- 
baum, J. Vanand Mayor Price, of the citi- 
zens committec, devoted one hour to Canvass- 
ing the city for subscriptions and from only 
fourteen men obtained $900.00.

AT THE HEAD OF THE GRAND PRO- 
CESSION,

he Speech of Governor Gordon on the 
Grounds—The Displays Reviewed—The 
Future Programme. 


RoE, Ga., October 2.—[Staff Corresposdence 
Consttution.J—This has been a great day for 
Rome and an auspicious one for the exposition, 

The usual formalty of the opening has been 
enlivened and given zest by the piquancy of 
several incidents, and the appearance of a 
unique character in the Governor’s mounted 
escort. 

The escort of twenty-four mounted citizens 
behaved remarkably well considering the fact 
that it had net been regularly mustered into 
service. It was ptt to a severe test when 
drawn up in line at Dr. Holmes’s residence. 
Colonel C. M. Harper, the captain, and Col- 
onel John T. Graves, the first lieutenant, left 
it standing in a hard shower to go in after the 
governor. . 

When the water began to come down in 
sheets, the cavalry broke ranks for a minute, 
but reformed again in a drenching rain just in 
time to see the captain appear on the veranda 
and give orders to break ranks and get in Dr. 
Holmes’s big brick stable. 

The order was obeyed with commendable 
promptness and the stable was crowded with a 
steaming indignant troop in less time than] it 
takes to tell it. | 

In about five minutes the rain was over and 
the cavalry again formed and waited until the 
governor mounted thé white horse and took|his 
place at the head of the column with Colonel 
Graves. Then the cavalry moved around the 
block at a canter and galloped off to the ex- 
position grouuds. 


The color bearer of that troop was a unique. 


character. His name.is Terrell Speed, and 
he is a hunter and trapper ‘by profession, but a 
carfiidate for the legislature for thé time be- 
ing. He wore a high white Cleveland hat, a 
red necktie madefof a Thurman bandana ham- 
kerchief, and he carrried asmali United States 
flag, which fluttered over his shoulder as he 
galloped along the road.

As General Gordon dismounted and as- 
cended the steps of the exposition building, 
there was a flutter of the littie flag and this 
grotesque politician pressed forward and intro- 
duced himself, - 

“Governor Gordon,” said he, ‘my name is 
Terrell Speed and I used to be one of your sol- 
diers.’”’ General Gordon’s response to this was 
a cordial shake of Mr. Speed’s hand, but he 
could not repress asmile as the enterprising 
fellow held up a slip of paper with a picture of 
a beaver at the top and said, ‘‘I will present 
you with one of my tickets, I am an independ- 
ent candidate for the legislature and I want 
you to say a good word for me.” 

In the exposition building were innumerable 
flags and in the center wes a platform, which 
the governor ascended with President W. M. 
Towers, Dr. R. B. Headen and Mr. John T. 
Graves. Mr. Graves introduced Dr. Headden,

Mr. President, Ladies and my Fellow Coun- 
trymen:—I greet you this morning witha 
pleasure updalloyed, and I thank the Giver of 
all good that [am able to bring to this expo- 
sition the congratulations of the entire coun- 
try. As I lock around me over this en- 
trancing scene upon this vast  con- 
course of people gathered here to greet 
and celebrate this opening. When I consider 
the difliculties you have met and overcome, 
and examine the splendor of your handiwork, 
Tam ready not only to congratulate you, but 
in the name of the whole country to extend 
to the projectors of the North Georgia and 
Alabama exposition the thanks of the whole 
people. [Applause.] You have done a great 
work, gentlemen of Rome and vicinity. You 
have gathered together here for our encour- 
ageinent the unimpeached and unimpeachable 
witnesses not only of our progress, but the 
assured prophesies ofour future wealth and 
power. Here is the south’s great staple, cot- 
ton. whose fleecy fibre stands for 
gold coin in every market of the 
civilized world, which has added 
more than any other production of this earth 
to the world’s wealth, commerce and comfort, 
which at the endof our great civil conflict 
was, perhaps, the most potential agency in 
changing the balance of trade in favor of the 
American continent and which is destined for 
ail time to come ‘to hold its mighty sway in 
Shaping the destinies of republics, monarchies, 
peoples and nations throughout the civilized 
world. [Applause. ] te too are the pro- 
‘ducts from our grainTields and our grassy 
meadows which evidencethe ability of this 
section to compete withthe most favored por- 
tions of the continent in this and kindred in- 
dustries. Here, too, are the fruits, the 
lgscious fruits from trees, shrubs 
and vines, whose purity, delicacy 
and richness give them rank in commercial 
value with those grown in anyclime or coun- 
try. Here, too, are your tleecy tlocks, your 
herds of lowing cattle and of swine, and above 
and better than them all, God’s greatest gift 
in the quadruped world to man, the noble 
horse, [Applause] whose intelligence, whose 
intuition are always ready and able to respond 
to athousand fold for every kindness and act 
of friendship shown him, by usefulness, whose 
beauty and power and heaven imspired intuai- 
tion are enough to waken gladness and admi- 
ration in the hearts of all men whose sensibil- 
ities are not already dead to the

Thereis not one of the cereals need- 
ful-for the comfort and the enrichment of man 
which you cannot grow equally as well, possi- 
bly far better than any portion of this great 
country, while there are many products which 
are peculiar to this country and cannot be 
grown by other’ sections. Why, sirs, 
there is scarcely an end of the 
multiplication of values which may be 
produced from our products. Take, for in- 
stance, the cotton plant. A few years ago it 
was valuable only for its fleecy staple ; now the 
seeds formerly left to rot where they fell, have 
become a chain of commercial values recog- 
nized throughout the _ civilized world, 
and today as I speak to you experi- 
ments are being tested, information is being 
obtained, processes arc being tried which are 
to convert the plant itself, the stalk and stem 
and root intoa fibre which shall excel even 
the snowy fleece, from the opening buds of 
that wonderful plant. [Applause.) Take our 
pine forests. Buta few years ago they were 
valuable only for the lumber they pro- 
duced, or the naval stores they produced. 
Its wiry leaf has been regarded as absolute- 
ly valueless, its only avocation being to wave 
in the sunlight or sigh to the passing wind, to 
eutone its weird music, sad, sweetand sea- 
like, so familiar to southern ears: but thanks 
now tothe inventive genius of this southern 
people and to the blunders’ of 
the great grasping bagging trust, 
that wiry leaf is being converted into a cover- 
ing for our cotton bales, which in strength and 
dura ility shall equal and in economy of prog 
duction far excel any covering ever yet woven 
by any mortal. [App’avs ]. There it is, my 
countrymen; from pine straw and what the 
south felt a few months ago was 
to-be its extremity, has proven to be its oppor- 
tunity, and what the great. elephantine bag- 
ging trust monopoly thought to be its oppor- 
tunity, isabout to prove is dire extremity 
[Applause.} Now, why, Lask, came this Won- 
deriul progress. Why, it. is due mary to 
our climate. Haye you studied 
that question of climate? you 
ever thought about the molding and modify- 
ing influence of climate upon people; upon 
their manners, their modes of life, their cus- 
toms, their laws, their institutions; why under 
this head of climate may be grouped a thon- 
sand advantages that appertain to this favored 
land of ours.

THE STRANGE SUPERSTITIOX AMONG 
THE NEGROES, 


One Woman Dies From the Potent Spell 
Placed Over Her, and Another is in the 
Toila. . 


CEDARTOWN, October 2.—[Special.]-—-Ever 
and anon the evidence crops out that our col- 
ored population hold on to their superstitious 
belief in witchcraft and conjurations. Some 
weeks ago a firm of our intelligent physicians 
were called to a colored girl about grown who 
had a case of fever.

the girl afterwards wore, hence the result. 
The accused woman heard of the charge and 
called at the cabin of the mother, where the 
sick girl was, to see about it, whereupon she 
and the girl’s mother had a fight over the 
matter then and there. The girl diedin two 
or three days, and the parents insist the said 
accused woman tricked, conjured, or did some- 
thing to her to cause her death. ‘The father 
says he believes it can be done. 

Another of our physicians has now under 
treatment another case of conjuration. He is 
treating a married negro woman, whose trouble 
she and her husband say is, alive lizzard under 
her skin, or in her body, put there by another 
woman who conjured her. They say the liz- 
zard takes a notion to frolic and runs all over 
her body. Said lizzard’s temporary abode 
is just under the skin close to the breast and 
the husband by placing his face there can feel 
him wiggle. The doctor is humoring the su- 
perstition and that by external application he 
will have that lizzard taken up by absorption 
and failing in that he will have her vomit it 
up—after providing himself with necessary 
appliances. He says it is the only wayin the 
world to cure such cases. The husband was 
in for more medicines and talked about it with 
all the solemnity of death. Said his lizzardship 
was growing beautifully less and was not hear

Tom Plant, a fiendish negro 
about twenty years old, concealed himself in 
the bushes near the road to kill John Rober- 
son, another negro.

The introduction of a bill in congress

An- 
ether gentleman is in favor of sinking Cuba, 
as that is the home of yellow fever. But 
perhaps the biggest scheme of all is pro- 
posed by a St. Louis savant. This large- 
minded individual writes to Senator Plumb 
that Florida is entirely too low and swampy, 
and so long as it remains in that condition 
yellow fever must be expected. He states 
his remedy in the-following astounding scen- 
lence: “The state must be jacked up at 
least 200 feet!’’ 

‘The vagueness of the plan disappears 
when the philosopher explains himself. 

at he means by ‘‘jacking up”’ is to ele- 
gate the land by means of jack screws. The 
same mechanical contrivances , used in rais- 
Ing a house would have to be employed. It 
Is admitted that a good many jack screws 
would be needed, and the best engineering 
skill would be required. What the jack 
screws would rest upon is not stated, but 
the St. Louis man doubtless knows what he 
Is about. After elevating Florida a couple 
pf hundred feet a number of canals should 
be cut across the state to run the water off 
and drain the swamps. This would make 
the climate dry and comparatively cool. 
Benator Plumb’s correspondent acknow!l- 
edges that all this would cast a big sum of 
money, but he insists that the government 
should foot the bill.

He tells 
ns exactly what he thinks should be done 
and just how todo it. There is no telling 
what the government will miss if it fails to 
gtilize this stupendous suggestion.

‘They are watching 
the monopolists and gamblers in breadstuffs 
with angry and suspicious eyes, and it will 
not take much to drive them to the adop- 
tion of desperate measures. 

When men for speculative epurposes raise 
the price of food they cgmmit a crime 
against the whole humanrace, They can- 
not expect to continue in the business long 
and live. One of these days, when the 
socialists, anarchists and starving poor of 
Chicago hear of a big wheat corner that has 
raised the price of bread, they will come to- 
gether in the twinkling of an eye and string 
the speculators to the lamp posts. 

It is time for the law to step in and make 
this sort of gambling impossible.

‘THE WORST DAY YET. 
The Curious State of Affairs in Decatur— 
The Situation Worse. 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., October 2.—[Special.]— 
The yellow fever epidemic at Decatur, Ala., 
seems to have affected some people there 
with inability to tell the truth, At the first 
appeal for aid Birmingham responded prompt- 
ly,,but before all the contributions had been 
forwarded, it was announced that Decatur 
would need no more help. Today a pathetic 
appeal comes from New Decatur, stating that 
600 people are dependent on the relief com- 
mittee, and that all funds and supplies on 
hand will soon be exhausted. A bitter feeling 
of jealousy or something seems to have 
sprung up between the officials of 
the old and new town, and between the relief 
committee and the correspondents. It seems 
impossible to get at the true condition of af 
fairs. One day areportissent out that the 
outlook is much brighter, and:next day other 
parties report that the situation is much 
worse, and that many cases are never reported. 
But today all reports agree that the situation 
is worse than it has been for several days. 
The weather is very unfavorable, being cool 
and rainy. Three new cases and one death is 
reported, and Dr. Black, who has been sick 
several days is expected to die.

NOT SAFE YET. 


The Board of Health Kequest People to Stay 
Away. . 

JACKSON, Miss., Q@ctobet 2—[Special.]— 
Doctors Johnston and Hunter, members of the 
executive committee of the state board of 
health, issued a circular today strongly advis- 
ing all persons to remain away from Jackson 
for a while longer. 

They announce that while there has been no 
new casesin eleven days, yet there are still 
five cases under treatment, and that there is 
still great danger. They desire to be aided in 
their efforts to avert an epidemic or, what is 
worse, even another panic such as has just 
overturned the whole state and south and 
which can only with safety be done by refugees 
corresponding tothe advice of the board of 
health oliicials.- It was announced a few days 
ago that the government would send gations 
for the poor and destitute of the place, but 
upon inquiry today by Colonel James D. 
Stewart, president of the Howard association, 
a reply was received from Representative 
Hooker saying government oflicers under the 
existing law do not think that they are author- 
ised to issue rations to the destitute. The 
prospect of immediate legislation is not good. 
We are doing all we can in thepremises. The 
Hiowards’ resources are exhausted and with 
two thousand people, mostly negroes,to be fed 
the situation is of grave concern and assistance 
should be accorded them.

Fever in the City. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 2.—A_ special 
from Duluth says: There are 450 cases of ty- 
phoid fever in Duluth, and the epidemic ap- 
pears to be growing. At St. Luke's hospital 
there are 38 cases, many of them serious, in- 
cluding one of the nurses, and at St. Mary’s 
there are about 38, of which some are serious; 
while numbers of isolated cases are thickly 
scattered around the city. A number of deaths 
have occurred, The Duluth chamber of com- 
merce has requested the immediate presence 
of Dr. Hewitt, of Red Wing, in the city, to 
examine'the sanitary condition of the city.

ING AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


A Great Crowd anda Great Deal of Fun— 
Some of @am’s Witticisms and Good Sto- 
ries—Mr. Kice the Subject of His Talk. 


There was a remarkable scene at the court- 


house last night.

LEASED 


To the Richmond and Danville Kailroad— 
The Papers to Be Signed Next Dividend 
Day—How It Was Arranged. 


One of the most important railroad deals 
affecting lines reaching this territory, was vir- 
tually consummated in New York yesterday. 

The transfer of the East Tennessee to the 
Richmond and Danville, can be regarded as 
accomplished, judging from Tur ConsTITU- 
TION’s New York special, which gives the 
basis of the transfer. 

It is not anticipated that any material 
change will be made in the operating or execu-

tive departments of the East Tennessee, but 
train service and accommodation of the East 
Tennesse will be brought to the highest stand- 
ard of excellence. . 

By the terms of the proposed lease 4,576 
miles of railroad will be brought under one 
management, with a magnificent territory and 
first-class connections from which a splendid 
traffic might be drawn. 

Tux ConstitutTion’s New York special says: 

‘The directors of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railway met today to con- 
sider formally the lease of that read to the 
Richmond and Danville. The proposition of 
President George Scott, of the Richmond and 
Danville, was laid before the East Tennessee 
board and thoroughly discussed. 

‘‘The terms proposed were in all essential par- 
ticulars satisfactory, and it was unanimously 
agreed that a lease to the Richmond and Dan- 
ville was the wisest policy for the East Ten- 
nessee and @ committee was appointed to ar- 
range the details, which will be done substan- 
tially in accordance with President Scott's 
proposition, 

“The juntor securitiesjof the East Tennessee 
were ably represented at today’s meeting and 
heartily approved the programme. 

“The committee appointed to perfect the ne- 
gotiation consists of Messrs. Brice, Greenough 
and Bull, of the East Tennessee directory. 
Tomorrow a similar committee will be appoint- 
ed from the Richmond and Danville and the 
Richmond Terminal boards to confer and co- 
operate with the Kast Tennessee representa- 
tives. Messrs. Inman, Scott and Thomas, re- 
spective presidents of the Richmond Terminal, 

tichmond and Danville and East Tennessee, 
will be ex-officio members of the tripartite 
conference. A 

‘The terms of the lease as provided by Presi- 
dent Scott are: That the period shall be for 
9 years: forthe firstfour years the rental 
shall be 33; per cent of the 
East Tennessee gross earnings; for the five 
years succeeding thirty-five per cent; for five 
years thereafter, thirty-six per cent, and for 
five years after that time, thirty-seven per 
cent. Then, forthe remaining eighty years, 
the rental to be thirty-seven per cent,and from 
the beginning the Richmond and Danville 
guarantees that the percentage of gross earn- 
ings allowed shall be sufiicient to pay all the 
fixed charges of the East Tennessee, including 
five per cent annually on the first preferred 
East Tennessee stock, 

‘‘The effect of this deal is far reaching, and 
effects all Bichinond Terminal securities favor- 
ably. Eyen the common stock of the Terminal 
company was buoyant today, and sold to 273, 
the highest price it has touched for several 
months, 
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HE HAS THE MONEY 


With Which to Finish the Marietta and 
North Georgia Railroad. 

Mr. George R. Eager, just -returned from 
London, has negotiated the securities of the 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad, and now 
has enough money to complete the road to 
Knoxville, and make it abroad gauge all the 
way through, which will be done at once. 

A force of hands has been steadily working 
on the Knoxville extension, and as soon as Mr. 
Eagerreaches Marietta he will put a force at 
work making the road broad gauge for, fifty 
miles, that is, from Marietta toe Jasper. The 


broad gauge, so that the narrow. gauge trains 
can run from beyond Jasper to Marietta, while 
the heavy marble trains can be put on broad 
gauge as faras Jasper. This work will be 
completed this fall, and the broad gauge ex- 
tension will then be carried out until it meets 
the work from Knoxville, which is started 
broad gauge.

The Rate on Lumber.

On the other hamd, an agreement to the terms of 
the lease of the East Tennessee to the Richmond 
and Danville was the occasion of renewed strength 
in the Richmond, West Pointand East Tennessee 
stocks, although, under the circumstances, gains 
recorded were not large.

A MANLY ADDEESS TO THE VOTERS 

OF THE 85TH DISTRICT. 

The Democratic Nominee Replies to Mr. 
Smali’s Unmanly Abuse in a Straightfor- 
ward and Commendable Letter. 

To the Voters of the Thirty-Fifth Senatorial 
District: J am acandidate for your suffrage, 
and take this method of addressing you on the 
subject of certain falseand slanderous reports 
the Kev. Sam Small has been circulating about 
me. bs 
I am a piain business man, and do not aspire 
to be an orator, but I desire to appeal to your 
sense of fairness, and of justice, with a frank 
and blunt statement. Mr. Small has slander- 
ed me as fewmen have been slandered, and 
has villified me’ in every county in this dis- 
trict, time and again. Unchecked, his villifi- 
cation grows worse, his slanders broader, and 
his false accusations more reckless. It is im- 
possible for me to follow him around the dis- 
trict and correct by word of mouth what he 
has said. I therefore beg you to read briefly 
what I have to say herewith. 

First, Mr. Small charges that at the close of 
the war I went to “Washington, swore that I 
had not been loval to the confederacy and ob- 
tained under this oath $20,000. This state- 
ment is utterly and unqualifiedly false. I 
never made such an oath, and could not have 
made it truthfully. I‘never had a claim 
against the government and never collected a 
cent from the government, directly or indi- 
rectly. My father did have a claim for to- 
bacco, which I think >was a jast claim, 
as he held the governmen§’s receipt 
for the tobacco. It was (disallowed 
and has never been paid simply 
upon the plea that he was loyal to the confed- 
eracy, and was thereby disloyal to the United 
States government. So much for the first and 
gravest charge. Itis false, and the records 
will show it to be false, and I challenge Mr. 
Small, preacher as he is, to stand up and con- 
tradict this, and [Task those who have been 
misled by this slanderous statement to do me 
the justice to rally to my support, upon this,’ 
my unqualiffed and sacred denial of its truth. 

9. He charges that I agreed to take charge 
of the country precinets in the late prohibition 
campaign for the prohibitionists, and that then 
1 made combinations with the aptis, turned 
the country vote over to them, and was made 
senator according to the terms of the bargain. 
This I deriy and pronounce it even move infa- 
mously false, if possible, than the charge I 
have answered above. A word as to my pro- 
hibition record here. I ‘always doubied, 
whether total prohibition was practicable or 
not. I preferred, however, to erron that side, 
if at all, ‘and in the first cainpaign I spoke and 
worked for prohibition. During the two years 
it was tried in Atlanta my doubts as to 
the wisdom of total prohibitjgn increased, and 
I was very reluctant to go into the second cam- 
paign atall. My judgment did not approve pro- 
hibition as practiced in Atlanta during the two 
years. I did notattend any meetings,until final- 
ly, at the request of Mr. Inman and others, I 
went to a meeting at Mr. Grady’s house, | 
stated in that meeting frankly, that I doubted 
whether total prohibition had proved practica- 
ble in Atlanta, and L-doubted the wisdom of re- 
inforcing the stringent prohbiition law under 
which welad been acting. I was persuaded, 
however,to take supervision of tiie country pre- 
cincts, and finally consented todoso. I foand 
afterwards that Mr. Simmons had in 
charge of the county campaign,and was then in 
charge. I made several attemps to meet him, 
and finally saw-that he that 
couid be done in the country, and that there 
Was nothing for metodo, Idid not draw a 
cent of money, give a requisition for a cent, or 
in any way handle a lL did noi 
one word against prohibition, preferring 
to make @ mistake on that side rather than on 
the cther. The charge that Imade any com- 
bination or any agreement directly or indirectls 
with the anti-prolibitionists, by which [I was 
to help them in the country, or to work agaist 
prohibition anywhere, or to sacrifice anv in- 
terest of prohibition that has been put In “my 
hands, is infamously and outrageously false. 
I challenge any man to proguce the name of a 
single responsibie gentleman with whom sach 
a trade is alleged to have been made and I will 
engave to produce that man’s affidavit, sworn 
to in solemn form, in twenty-four hours, that 
no such agreement was ever reached or hinted 
at, or suggested or discussed, 1 voted for pro- 
hibition both times in county, while 
ddibting as I have sa’d the wisdom of the 
strict prohibition law under which we voted, 

aud Tt have never said aught against the prin 

ciple on probibition anywhere, or at any time. 
The charge that I have made any sort of trasle 
orain under any sort of agreement with the 
association known as the M. A. 8i’s., is utterly 
faisc. I am not a member of that organiza- 
tion, I never attended one of its ineetings, and 
Inever had any sort of agreement with any 
of its committees or officers. I have been 
asked by men who are said to belong tothat 
association, 1i 1 was sincere in my opposition 
to a state law, and in fdvor of local option, I 
replied to them, as I have done to everyone 
else, that I did not believe prohibition could 
be enforced under a state law, and that I be- 
lieved that local option was the be®t way to 
deal with this question, and that I should 
here fore, vote for local optiou, and should op- 
pose a state law. On this belief 1 have run 
openly and sguarely. And this is ajl I have 
ever said toany man, whetieran M. A. B. or 
anyone else,
